On Wednesday, at a formal 
ceremony af welcome to the 
Governor, Sir Mark Young, the 
reins of government | will be 
handed over by the Military Ad- 
ministration and Civil Govern- 
ment will be resumed: in this 
Colony, It is an occasion that 
will be marked by mixed feelings. 

“The menowho came into this 
Colony immediately after the Ja- 
panese surrender had to blaze a 
trail in administration. ‘They had 
experience, but few precedents for 
tackling, a situation comparable to 
that prevailing, when Japan 
caved in. "They ‘could not tell 
where the pitfalls would’be, “They 
were woefully under-staffed for a 
task of sugh magnitude. Looking 
hack upon their work, there ean 
be nothing but the highest praise, 
particularly as its best results lave 
heen achieved largely out of a 
magnificent team spirit, and 
loyalty to those entrusted with 
lead@rship which, honesty compels 
the comparison, could hardly he 
said to have flourished in our 
pre-war civil service. Vhis, in its 
turn, has stimulated the develop- 
ment of a spirit of harmony and 
confidence between Government 
‘and public which is also unpre- 
cedented. ‘The sense of community 
of interest has never been more 
strongly marked. Should all) this 
be Jost as a result of the change: 
over, it would be little short of 
disastrous. ‘There is, of course, 
na obvious reason why it should. 
"Though those most reluctant to 
see the change have compared the 
situation with swapping horses in

The plan, which I have now 
seen in full, is a practical 
scheme of international control, 
in which an Atomic Develop- 
ment Administration under U. 
N.O, takes over completely the 
dangerous possibilities . of the 
atom, “disarms” it, and releuses 
sife atomic materials for 
peaceable uses in the treatment 
of the eick, In laboratory re- 
search ‘and in industry through- 
ott the world.

This authority, international 
in composition and in intent, 
takes out of the hands of sove- 
reiyn States os well as of pri-

for eventual self-government: 

The Governor sald he planned 
to take “fullest advantaye” of 
the advice of Chinese represon- 
tatives on tho present Advisory - 
Council and ‘Inter on the Legis- 
lative Council, which’ will suc- 
eved the advisory group in tho 
Colony’s Government. 

- He added he would be pleased’ 
to meet members of the Chinesa 
Chamber of Commerce to dis- 
cuss all problems “in as free 
and frank a manner as possi-~ 
ble.” . 

The Governor also paid tri- 
bute to the work in the wartime 
resistance movement of Chinese 
residents who, he sagd, at great 
risk had given much assistance 
to internees and prisoners of 
war, ; 
Welcoming the Governor, the 
Chamber of Commerce Chair- 
man, Lin Ying-chow, said Mr. 
Gimson had arrived at a time 
when "we are.a long way from 
being recovered from the ra- 
vages of war.”
